WILDLIFE AUTHORITIES DISCUSSED CONSERVATION AT CONFERENCE

, Another important and highly controversial problem is an old issue between sport and commercial fisher­ 
men.

Each year the country’s leading 
| wildlife authorities assemble for 
j an im portant m eeting somewhere 
in the United States. 
They come 
1 together to discuss controversial 
questions, 
problems 
of 
funda­ 
mental interest to those seeking 
to restore the natural resources 
of North America, and to hear re­ 
ports of the latest development of j 
wildlife scientists. 
These yearly i 
meetings are known as North Am- j 
erican W ildlife Conferences. T h e ; 
Fifth 
Annual 
North 
American j 
Wildlife Conference was held in 
W ashington, D. C., March 18, 19 
and 20. 
There were im portant questions, 1 
many controversial issues, 
w e re ! 
discussed 
at 
t h e 
Conference. I 
Among them was the highly im - j 
portant issue of farm er-sportsm an ! 
relations. 
Farm ers and 
sportsmen 
h a v e ! 
been quarreling 
about 
property 
rights, the right to hunt 
game, 
etc., almost since the first tiller of 
the soil fenced off his little piece 
of property in these United States. 
The usual argum ent runs some­ 
thing like this: 
Farm er.—Git offen my property. 
I don’t want none o’ you city fel­ 
lers shootin’ up my livestock, and 
frightenin’ my wife half to death 
with your blamed shotguns, and 
breakin down my fences. I own 
this property—so git off. 


Sportsm an.—All right, we ll go, 
but we don’t have to, if we don't 
want to. The law says wild game 
belongs to the people of this coun­ 
try—and I claim the right to ex­ 
ercise the God-given right of tak ­ 
ing w hat belongs to us. 
The law, when invoked, is not 
very helpful in most 
instances. 
Professional interpreters of Black - 
stone tell us that our law is large­ 
ly derived from the common law 
of England. 
Before the 
oaions 
forced King John to 
grant 
the 
Magna C harta—or 
the 
English 
Bill of Rights—at Runnym e io in 
1215, the ownership of all 
wild 
anim als was in the King, and the 
taking of them was his personal 
prerogative. 
From that tim e on 
the title of wild game has changed 
so that the state held title to wild 
game—not in its soverign capacity, 
but as the representative of and 
for the benefit of all the people. 
In other words, the game belong­ 
ed to the people. 
This theory became 
engrafted 
upon the common law in England 
and the general rule in the United 
States is that every 
person 
to 
whom the state has issued a hunt­ 
ing license may hunt and 
take 
game in every place where he has 
a right to be, provided he does not 
infringe upon or injure the rights 
of others. 
In that last sentence 
lies 
the 
farmers 
argument. 
They 
claim 
that the hunter has no right to be 


on private property—unless invit­ 
ed—and that he infringes 
upon 
the rights of others when he hunts 
w ithout benefit of invitation, or, 
at least, permission. 
There, briefly, is the problem of 
farm er-sportsm en relations, which 
were discussed by a panel of dis­ 
tinguished authorities, represent­ 
ing both schools of 
thought, 
at 
the Fifth Annual North American 
W ildlife Conference. 
A nother im portant, and highly 
controversial, problem an old issue 
between sport 
and 
commercial 
fishermen. 
Sport fishermen claim 
that the commercial catch of cer­ 
tain species of 
fish 
should 
be 
prohibited, while the commercial 
fishermen are vigorous in 
their 
protests over any such legislation, 
claiming their livelihood would be 
taken away from them. 
Charles E. Jackson, Acting Com­ 
missioner of the Bureau of Fisher­ 
ies, will discuss this controversy 
which is a very delicate one. Cer­ 
tain species of fish fall definitely 
into the sports class and the com­ 
m ercial fishermen have little if 
any interest in them, principally 
because the supply is lim ited or 
uncertain, and also because sev­ 
eral such fish are not considered 
palatable. 
In this class fall tar­ 
pon and barracuda. 
W hite and 
blue m arlin and 
sailfish, 
while 
edible, do not appear on the com­ 
mercial market because of 
their 
scarcity.

At the other end of the line 
there are the strictly commercial 
fish such as the cod, haddock and 
flounder of the North Atlantic, the 
herring and sardine of California 
and several Alaska salmons. Some 
of these fish will not take a hook, 
and therefore are of no value to 
the sportsmen. 
Others 
put 
up 
such a poor fight that catching 
them is not considered sport. 
The sore spot in the controversy 
concerns species of fish that are 
caught in large 
numbers 
with 
commercial gear, while also fur­ 
nishing sport for the angler. Of 
these, the striped bass, or rockfish 
as it is sometimes called, is 
the 
subject of many 
bitter 
words. 
Anglers of New Jersey state that 
the striped bass should be 
pro­ 


tected as a strictly 
game 
fish, 
while the commercial 
fishermen 
present opposing arguments. 
Of the fresh water fishes, w all­ 
eyed pike is 
the 
main 
species 
caught both by hook and line and 
in nets. 
Questions concerning the species 
of fish that are disputed by the 
opposing factions were discussed i 
by scientists and experts at the j 
Conference and 
several 
sugges- '■ 
tions were made. 
Probably the most vital ques­ 
tion concerning the conservation­ 
ist was pollution. 
The problem is 
not a new one, as everyone knows. 
A good proportion of Conference 
time will be devoted to w hat has 
been done to clean up A m erica’s 
defiled waters, and w hat can be 
done in the future. 
The 
recent 
passage by the 
House 
of 
the 
Barkely Bill w ith the am endm ents 
by Congressman Mundt of South 
Dakota will be reviewed. 
Recently 
Congressman 
Mundt 
said: “The problem of 
pollution 
has been before Congress in one 
form or another for at least five 
years. The fact that we are again 
confronted 
with 
legislation 
to 
remedy the pollution 
of 
navi­ 
gable waters of America is in it­ 
self good testimony to the fact that 
individual initiative and 
private 
industry alone will not solve the 
problem. Needed is some kind of 
stimulus from the Federal 
Gov­ 
ernment.

restoration. 
Carl D. Shoem aker of the Na­ 
tional Wildlife Federation describ- I 
ed the various wildlife legislative 
m easures pending in Congress. 
On Tuesday A. M. Day of the 
biological Survey gave a compre­ 
hensive report of the various con­ 
servation measures being under­ 
taken with funds provided by the 
Pittman-Robertson 
Federal-Aid- 
to-Wildlife Act.

questions,

m ental interest to those seeking 
to restore the natural resources 
of North America, and to hear re­ 
ports of the latest developm ent of 
wildlife scientists. 
These y e a rly ; 
meetings are knowrn as North Am- j 
erican W ildlife Conferences. The! 
Fifth 
Annual 
North 
American ] 
Wildlife Conference was held in 
W ashington, D. C., March 18, 19 
and 20. 
There were im portant questions, 
m any controversial issues, 
were I 
discussed 
at 
t h e 
Conference. I 
Among them was the highly im - j 
portant issue of farm er-sportsm an ! 
relations. 
Farm ers and 
sportsmen 
h a v e ’ 
been quarreling 
about 
property 
rights, the right to hunt 
game, 
etc., alm ost since the first tiller of 
the soil fenced off his little piece 
of property in these United States. 
The usual argum ent runs some­ 
thing like this: 
Farm er.—Git offen my property. 
I don’t w ant none o’ you city fel­ 
lers shootin’ up my livestock, and 
frightenin’ my wife half to death 
w ith your blamed shotguns, and 
breakin down my fences. I own 
this property—so git off. 


Sportsm an.—All right, w*e'll go, | 
but we don’t have to, if we don't I 
w ant to. The law* says wild game ; 
belongs to the people of this coun- j 
try —and I claim the right to ex- 1 
ercise the God-given right of tak- | 
ing w’hat belongs to us. 
The law, when invoked, is not , 
very helpful in most 
instances, j 
Professional interpreters of Black- j 
stone tell us that our law is large­ 
ly derived from the common law 
of England. 
Before the 
oarons 
forced King John to 
grant 
the 
Magna C harta—or 
the 
Englisn 
Bill of Rights—at Runnym e lo in 
1215, the ownership of all 
wild 
anim als was in the King, and the 
taking of them was his pe»*sonal 
prerogative. 
From that tim e on 
the title of wild game has changed 
so that the state held title to wild 
game—not in its soverign capacity, 
but as the representative of and 
for the benefit of all the people. 
In other words, the game belong­ 
ed to the people. 
This theory became 
engrafted 
upon the common law in England 
and the general rule in the United 
States is that every 
person 
to 
whom the state has issued a h unt­ 
ing license may hunt and 
take 
game in every place where he has 
a right to be, provided he does not 
infringe upon or injure the rights 
of others. 
In that last sentence 
lies 
the 
farm ers 
argum ent. 
They 
claim 
that the hunter has no right to be 


on private property—unless invit­ 
ed—and that he infringes 
upon 
the rights of others when he hunts 
w ithout benefit of invitation, or, 
at least, permission. 
There, briefly, is the problem of 
farm er-sportsm en relations, which 
were discussed by a panel of dis­ 
tinguished authorities, represent­ 
ing both schools of 
thought, 
at 
the Fifth Annual North American 
W ildlife Conference. 
A nother im portant, and highly 
controversial, problem an old issue 
between sport 
and 
commercial 
fishermen. 
Sport fishermen claim

i Nor can wr remain unmov ed by 
the agony through which millions 
of men, women and little children 
are passing daily, both in Europe 
and Asia, For their sake—for our 
own sake—we must search foi the 
moment when we might without 
entanglem ent, use our g<*»d of­ 
fices to effect a genuine peace.” 
N aturally—in Wisconsin—he at­ 
tributed the President’s course to 
political interest and charged him 
with emphasizing concern for the 
war situation to distract attention 
from our home problems. "That 
is a principal reason.” he declared, 
“why we must elect a Republican j 
adm inistration which will give its 
whole attention to restoring pros- i 
perity and will keep completely i 
out of the affairs of Europe"
